HE THINKS SPAIN A WEAKLING. 


General Cosenz of Italy Has a Poor 
Opinion of the Army and Navy 
of the Dons.

Staff of Italy, today gave me his opinion of 
the chances of victory in a war between 
Spain and the United States.

In spite of the certainty of victory, he thinks 
the States have every reason to wait for 
three months from now, since Spain, not 
being able to subjugate Cuba, will be obliged 
to capitulate. 

Even without war Cosenz expresses an un- 
favorable opinion of the Spanish army. Its 
Generals lack authority, its troops have lit- 
tle discipline, while its navy, composed of 
old ships, would be incapable of resisting 
the modern American vessels. Cosenz be- 
lieves the outcome of the war would be de- 
cided at sea, while if the Americans dis- 
embarked troops in Cuba they would settle 
the fate of the island in a fortnight. By 
making a new effort Spain could send to 
Cuba 50,000 men more, but where is the 
money? where are the ships? and where is 
the navy to protect it?

JOHN BURNS IS CHOSEN. 


Progressives Make a Gain of 
Thirteen Seats. 


MAJORITY MAY REACH 24. 


London, March 8.—The London County 
Council elections proceeded quietly today. 
The voting was brisk and al! kinds of equip- 
ages were requisitioned, from the coach 
to the donkey cart. 

The attempt of the Earl of Denbigh to oust 
John Burns in Battersea failed. The Earl 
Russell, Progressive candidate, was defeated 
at Hammersmith. Among those reélecied 
are the Earl of Hardwicke, Baron Monks- 
well, Sir Horace Farquhar, M. P., the Rt.- 
Hon. G. J. Shaw-Lefevre, and Sir J. Blundell 
Maple, M. F. 


Gain for the Progressives. 

The latest returns show that the progres- 
sives have elected sixty-seven of their can- 
didates and the moderates forty. A recount 
will be necessary in Chelsea, and the re- 
sults in the city proper, Fulham, and Wands- 
worth will not be declared until tomorrow. 
Thus far the progressives show a net gain 
of thirteen seats. | 

The moderates have gained only two seats 
in central. Finsbury, and this was owing 
to a split in the progressive ranks. 

The polling showed no marked increase 
over previous elections, but the return of 
a number of extreme Socialists is a feature 
of the result.

PLAN FOR A GREAT BANK. 


INTERNATIONAL INSTITUTION TO BE 
INCORPORATED SOON. 


This Action to Be Taken Pending Ac- 
tion on a Bill Now Before Congress 
Design In Especially for Trade with 
the South American Republica 
Branches in the Leading Commer- 
cial Centers of the United States 
and Elsewhere. 


It is announced from New York that steps 
are soon to be taken to incorporate the In- 
ternational American Bank, which institu- 
tion is the present subject of legislation in 
Congress through a bill to grant such a bank 
@ special national charter. The matter is 
now before the Finance committees of the 
Senate and House, which are expected to act 
favorably on it. The bank will. have 
branches in Chicago, New York, Baltimore, 
New Orleans, Minneapolis, Denver, St. 
Louis, San Francisco, and other American 
cities, in Cuba, and in every capital in South 
America. 

The organizers have selected twelve com- 
missioners, and these have been designated 
to receive subscriptions to the capital stock. 
The commission consists of John J. Mitch- 
ell, Samuel Hill, T. Jefferson Coolidge, Henry 
W. Cannon, Theodore C. Search, William 
Barbour, John Cassels, Edwin J. Berwind, 
John I. Waterbury, Charles R. Flint. Grant 
B. Schley, and Willlam H. T. Hughes. 

Mr. Waterbury is the President of the 
Manhattan Trust company of New York; 
Mr. Mitchell is the head of the Illinois Trust 
and Savings Bank; Mr. Schley is of the Wall 
street firm of Moore & Schley, while Mr. 
Coolidge is the Boston multimillionaire, who 
is a leading director in a half dozen railroads, 


' Commissioners to Meet Soon. 


These commissioners will meet in Wash- 
ington immediately after the passage of the 
act and appoint a temporary chairman and 
Secretary; subsequently they will solicit 
public subscriptions to the stock of the big 
institution. The.subseribers must meet the 
full payments in twenty-four months from 
the time Congress permits the Controller 
of the Currency to issue a certificate of in- 
corporation; 15 per cent in thirty days; 25 
per cent more within twelve months; the 
third 25 per cent within eighteen months; 
and the balance within twenty-four months. 
According to the charter, the stockholders 
will be liable to double the amount of their 
holdings—that is to say, the stock Hability of 
the concern will be $50,000,000. The power 
of the bank to declare dividends is restricted; 
it must carry to surplus every six months at 
least one-eighth of its net profits before a 
disbursement may be paid on the shares. 

The bank will not permitted to issue 
notes or obligations in any form to be used 
and circulated as money. On the other hand, 
not only the Controller of the Currency but 
also the Secretary of the Treasury will have 
the power to make an examination of the 
corporation, which will in any event report 
its condition to the government every four 
months, 

The United States will not assume any of 
the bank's obligations, and will not be a 
subscriber to the stock of the institution, 
which must keep in reserve 25 per cent of 
its deposits. 

Views of the Promoters. 

Levy Mayer is the Western attorney for 
the proposed bank. He said yesterday: 

It is necessary to secure a special charter 
in order to avold the limitations of the na- 
tional bank act and of a State charter, and 
the plan of incorporating the bank at once 
is to be able to more effectually appeal to 
Congress. There is no question but that 
great benefit would result to our South 
American trade from such a bank.“ 

John J. Mitchell said: 

“The. plan of this bank was suggested 
by Mr. Blaine at the Pan-American con- 
gress. The idea is for American merchants 
to assist with credits loaned through this 
bank their customers in the Latin-Amer- 
ican States. It is the opinion of some that 
the reciprocity ideas of Blaine should first 
be carried out, and a trade established in 
those countries before we volunteer with 
out credits. The scheme has been discussed 
so much in Congress that by tus time it 
is probably familiar to the general public.” 


HOLDS MEETING OF REJOICING. 


Central Council Tenders a Vote of 


Thanks to All Who Worked for 
Reform Measures. 


— — — 


The Central Council of the Civic federation 


held a congratulatory meeting at the Great 
Northern Hotel last evening at which a vote 
of thanks was tendered those who have been 
instrumental in securing the recent reform 
legislation. Addresses were made upon the 
various bills whose passage the federation 
has been instrumental in securing. 

The first speaker was N. A. Partridge, 
chairman of the Executive committee of 
the Civil Service Reform league. He spoke 
on the civil service law. He said the new 
commission had been confronted with the 
gravest questions with the tremendous op- 
position it had met, not only from the horde 
of officeseekers but from the city adminis- 
tration. Now there were nearly 10,000 men 
holding positions under the law, and all 
these men were its friends. More benefit 
had been felt in the Police department than 
anywhere else, and especially in the work- 
ings of the trial board, where justice could 
now be secured. He believed the commis- 
sion had a greater determination to enforce 
the law now than ever before. 

He was followed by J. V. Farwell Jr., who 
spoke on the new revenue law. He pro- 
nounced the old law inadequate, unjust, and 
dangerous. He recited the history of the 
movement which had resulted in the passage 
of the new law, beginning with the appoint- 


ment of the committee of seventeen by the 


Civic federation, and sketched the provisions 
of the new law. 

Thomas C. McMillan spoke on the primary 
election law. He said the old law was use- 
less because it was not compulsory. G. F. 
Rush said that in spite of the new law the 
people were powerless in the face of a gerry- 
mander because of the position which the 
Supreme Court took in the matter. A year 
ago primaries had been private concerns, 
over which the State had no jurisdiction. 
Now they were a part of the statutes and 
under control of the law. The movement 
was being carried on and similar laws were 
being drafted in seven or eight other States 
because of the example of Lllinois. 

Roy O. West followed with remarks on the 
jury law which he helped frame. He re- 
ferred to the injustices of the old system and 
to the unjust and unreasonable verdicts 
which had been returned by juries, many of 
whose members could be successfully prose- 
cuted for vagrancy, and recalled some of 
his own experiences with such juries. Now, 
he said, Cook County had grand juries, the 
like of which had never been seen and petit 
juries which administered justice. He 
spoke of the provisions of the new law and 
of its inception at the meeting of the State

ARE THE LAWS TO BE ENFORCED! 
The first thing to be done to get rid of 
evils which can be remedied through legis- 
lation is to secure the enactment of the 
necessary law. The second and much more 
difficult thing to do is to have that law en- 
forced by the proper executive officers in 
the teeth of the open or covert,-but always 
persistent, opposition of those who profit by 
the continuance of abuses. 

A spasmodic effort or sudden outburst of 
enthusiasm for reform can put a good law 
on the statute books in spite of the hos 

of the political bosses whose interests are 
endangered by it, but it takes persistent 
and unwearied labor to make that law of 
any real value. 

Political bosses are shrewd enough not to 
court unpopularity by preventing the pass- 
age of laws which they believe the people 
have taken a fancy to. They yield to what 
they call a “ popular clamor,” trusting that 
they will get the administration of those 
laws into their own hands and take all the 
strength out of them. They are confident 
that somehow or other they will be able to 
get all the virility out gf those laws and 
make them “a mockery, a delusion, and a 
snare.” 

Those men generally reason correctly. 
When the “reformers” see the law they 
demanded on the statute books they assume 
that a complete victory has been won and 
that the law will proceed to enforce itself, 
They go to sleep. Their wide-awake op- 
ponents proceed to undermine and tear 
down the law. The people see that the old 
abuses flourish. They declare the law is 
at fault and demand a new law, when all 
that is needed is the enforcement of the ex- 
isting statute. 

Three years ago an excellent civil service 
law was passed. Not one of the working 
politicians of either party favored it. They 
all prefer the spoils to the merit system, but 
it was a popular measure—as tlie heavy 
vote in favor of ratification showed—and 
the politicians did not dare to order their 
henchmen in the Legislature to kill the bill. 
But how has the civil service law fared, 
especially during the last year? Its admin- 
istration has fallen into the hands of men 
who do not believe in it and who spend a 
good deal of their time devising ways and 
means to nullify the merit system. The in- 
vestigations of the Senate committee, which 
are being continued now by the grand jury, 
have revealed the extent to which the civil 
service law has been undermined. 

The Mayor, an ambitious young Demo- 
crat, who hopes to go up still higher, be- 
lieves the spoils system would benefit him 
more than the merit system. So he is not 
anxious to enforce the civil service law. 
He is so much opposed to it that he made 
Kipley Chief of Police in order that there 
might be a man at the head of that im- 
portant department who would stick at 
nothing when it came to carrying out the 
demands of the spoilsmen. 

The present slature has adopted a 
new primary election law, making the third 
Illinois has had. It is a good law, and the 
bosses of the ruling factions in both par- 
ties dislike it. They did not dare to defeat 
it, but they will endeavor to rid it of all 
vitality so that they may be able to hold 
‘under it primaries as rotten as those which 
have been held in the past. 

Those politicians are already studying 
out the way to get the better of the new 
law, as they did of theoldlaws, They will 
‘certainly succeed unless they are met at 
every step, If those who fayor pure 
' primaries are not on the alert, and do not 
make persistent efforts to enforce the new 
law in letter and spirit, the primaries 
will be manipulated by the bosses as they 
are now. 

A new assessment system has been se- 
cured. But it will be no better than the 
old system if administered by the same 
set of people who ran it. Bribery, black- 
mail, and unequal assessments will not 
come to a sudden end because township 
assessors are replaced by county assessors. 
Those political bosses who submitted with 
some reluctance to the abolition of town- 
ship assessors will try to capture the 
county assessorships and fill those places 
with men no more honest than the town 
assessors were.’ 

The new assessment system will work 
well if intrusted to competent and honest 
men. If that is not done assessments will 
remain unequal and the men who pay 
bribes will continue to evade the payment of 
their just share of the taxes. Then there 
will be a demand for a new system, when 
there ought fo be a new set of officers. 

The Legislature passed a new jury law. 
It is giving general satisfaction—except to 
the County board. The law has deprived 
that board of much petty patronage. It 
can no longer give men grand jury jobs, 
where they got a per diem and were able 
to make a little by blackmailing. So the 
board is trying to cripple the Jury com- 
mission by cutting down its appropriation. 
It would like to have the law a failure. 

So the hardest part of the work of the 
Civie federation, which had so much to 
do with procuring the good laws enacted 
by the present Legislature, lies before it. 
The difficulty of securing those laws does 
not compare with the difficulty of enforc- 
ing them. One called for a short effort. 
The other calls for a continual effort. 

The Civic federation is justified in re- 
joicing over what it has done. But it will 
be able to congratulate itself much more 
if at the end of a few years it can “ point 
with pride to the fact that all these new 
laws are iu perfect working order and 
have extirpated the evils at which they 
were aimed. 
CORRUPTING EFFECT OF STOCK GAM- 

BLERS’ TIPS. 

The most potent instruments used by the 
stock speculators to influence the actions of 
public men are “tips.” With this potent 
weapon at their command they are able to 
enter Congress and make Senators and 
Representatives captives. Legislators are 
notified that if they pursue a given policy 
it will be safe for them to speculate in cer- 
tain stocks and that they will be guaran- 
teed against loss. | 
| Many legislators, not deeming this brib- 
ery, take the “ tips,” being anxious to make 
“a little money.” Then they become inoc- 
ulated with the stock gambling fever, and

money by betting on “ insecurities.” 

Once committed to the stock gamblers of 
Wall street they become their slaves. The 
promise of more “ tips” makes them keep 
step with the policy of Wall street, no mat- 
ter how unpatriotic it may be. 

The stock gamblers are not satisfied with 
getting a voice in the deliberations of Con- 
gress, They want newspaper organs in or- 
der that they may be able to poison the 
public mind. So when they see an editor 
in distress they come to his relief—if he is 
willing to be relieved on their terms. 

Those terms are, of course, that he shall 
play the tunes they wish him to. He must

| The -time may yet come when the people 


interfere with the specially sacred business 
of margin gambling. If an American wur 
ship is blown up and its crew murdered he 
must beg the people not to get excited over 
it lest Wall street should be fluttered. 

If the needy editor or publisher will do all 
these things arrangements will be made so 
he can borrow the money he needs to tide 
him along. Tips” will be given him, pos- 
sibly, and then he is all the more ready 
to sing the praises of “ peace and dishonor.” 
The dangers to the country from liquor 
drinking do not compare with those from 
the stock gambling spirit. Yet societies 
and political parties have béen organized to 
fight stimulants. Shall nothing be done to 
check this growing evil of lawless specula- 
tion. which is debauching Congress and 
driving patriotism from the breasts of 
Américans? The young men of the pres- 
ent generation are beginning to believe that 
gambling is business and that the success- 
ful gambler is the typical American. 


“THE POLICY OF PROCRASTINATION. 
The procrastination policy still con- 
tinues in Washington. The dispatches in- 
dicate that the naval court of inquiry is 
inquiring with the utmost leisure and the 
minimum of urgency. The country may 
get a report before the rainy season sets in 
in Cuba or it may not get-one until the 
rain is over and gone and the coming sum- 
mer is at an end. The red tape is un- 
wound very slowly, but Uncle Sam is none 
the less surely being enmeshed in it. It 
is probable when the court finally makes 
its report it will fully exonerate Captain 
Sigsbee ad establish beyond all doubt 
that he did not, either carelessly or ma- 
liciously, blow up his vessel. It will proba- 
bly say the cause of the explosion is a mys- 
tery which the court cannot fathom and 
after the conventional manner of a Coro- 
ner's jury, when in doubt, it will probably 
enter it on record as a mysterious dis- 
pensation of Divine Providence.

THE NEW PRIMARY ELECTION LAW. 

The new compulsory primary election 
law Was no sooner passed than the Demo- 
cratic ward bosses set to work to get 
around it. Under the law a ward should be 
divided up into primary election districts, 
each having about the same number of party 
voters, and therefore electing about the 
same number of delegates. Those districts, 
which are made up of a varying number of 
election districts, must be compact, and 
each polling place must be selected with an 
eye to the convenience of the voters. i 

It is charged that the committeemen of 
the Tenth and Twelfth Wards have re- 
sorted to the favorite Democratic trick of 
the gerrymander. They have bunched to- 
gether election districts which are not 
“compact and contiguous” in order that 
their henchmen may be the better able to 
elect a majority of the delegates. 

It is alleged algo that in the Tenth Ward 
districts, which the committeeman is con- 
fident he can carry, have been given more 
| delegates than their voting strength en- 
titles them to, while other districts, 
which he is not sure of carrying, 
have been given too few delegates. 
It is charged also that in both 
wards many of the judges who have been 
selected are incompetent and irresponsi- 
ble,” and that in some instances the polling 
places are practically inaccessible. 

The Board of Election Commissioners 
has been appealed to to redress these 
grievances, The Democratic Central com- 
mittee disputes the power of the board 
to interfere. The claim is made that the 
committee has the matter entirely in its 
own hands and that if it chooses to make 


make an unjust apportionment of delegates 
the voters must submit. 

The Board of Election Commissioners is 
to decide this morning whether it will or 
will not intervene. If it concludes to do 
so, then the ward bosses will have to try 
some other scheme, If the board decides 
in favor of the committee then the first at- 
tack on the law will be a success. It will 
be followed up by other attacks, which will 
take all the vim out of it. vin | 
It the commissioners decide that Demo- 
cratic committeemen can gerrymander dis- 
tricts, locate polls in out of the way places, 
etc., Republican ward committeemen will 
¢laim the right to do the same thing. Then 
those Republicans who want honest 
primaries will fare as badly as those Dem- 
ocrats who want such primaries. 

But while those Republicans, if they see 
the new primary election law is a failure, 
will kick up their heels and bolt the regu- 
lar ticket, so as to smash the bosses, those 
Democrats will not do so. They will 
grumble, but they will not bolt. 6

BUILDING AND LOAN ASSOCIATIONS. 

The report of the State Auditor on the 
condition of the building, loan, and home- 
stead associations of Illinois for the year 
ending Dec. 31 last indicates the effect 
which four years of panic and hard times 
have had on that class of investments. 

The number of associations doing busi- 
ness dropped from 718 in 1896 to 682 in 
1897. The volume of business, which was 
46 million dollars in the former year, fell to 
43 millions inthe latter year. The decrease 
in assets was about $6,800,000. This was 
due partly to the fact that associations 
whose nominal assets amounted to four 
millions have become insolvent or have gone 
into voluntary liquidation. In addition to 
that, there was not enough new business to 
offset the disbursements on withdrawals 
and matured stock. | | 

It was not to be expected that the build- 
ing and loan associations could pass un- 
scathed through the trying years which fol- 


. lowed 1892. During that period borrowers 


found their wages cut down or they were 
thrown out of employment, and thus were 
unable to keep up their payments. There 


Was also a great shrinkage in the value ot 


property, and the associations were loaded 
down with real estate worth much less than 
the appraised valuation. | 

In many ‘instances, where the loans were 
made recklessly, the property would not 
sell for as much as the loan. The associa- 
tions which had been making bad loans 


went to the wall, There were some which 


had been managed with. criminal reckless- 
ness, and when boom times came to a close 
of course they succumbed. | 

- Everything considered, it is rather sur- 
prising that the building and loan associa- 


tions should have stood the ordeal as well 


as they did. If they had been all the time 


under the closer State supervision provid- 


ed for by the la'w enacted by the last Gen- 
eral Assembly there would not have been 
as many failures as there were. 

All investments have suffered. Experi- 
enced business-men have met with heavy 
losses. It is not to be wondered at that 
the building and loan associations, man- 
aged often by men of limited business 
ability, should in some cases have come to 
grief and that the popular confidence in 
those associations should have been im- 
paired to some extent. 

Whatever may have been the losses of 
shareholders during the last four years 
owing to faulty management and the hard 
times, that loss is but a pitiful fraction of 
what it would have been if the monometal- 
lic cheap silver standard had replaced the 
gold standard. Then the investors would 
have lost more than half of the 80 millions 
they had invested. Then all the associa- 
tions would have gone to smash. The de- 
feat of Bryan averted that calamity. 

The report of the Auditor for 1898 will 
undoubtedly show an increase in the num- 
ber of building and loan associations and 
in the volume of their assets. The work- 
ing people will regain full confidence in 
those associations, which have done 80 
much for them. The Auditor states that 


Nor should one overlook the fact that there has 
been disbursed by these associations during the 
last three years on shares and profits a sum in 
excess of $65,000,000, a very large portion of 
which went out to those who were the least able 
to undergo the decrease in incomes occasioned by 
the great depression in business. 


As wages advance and the demand for 
labor grows the savings of labor will in- 
crease and these savings will be invested 
more than ever in building and loan associ- 
ations. | | | 


SPAIN’S SELF-RETRIBUTION. 

Spain is today, as it has been for centu- 
ries, itsown worstenemy. Naturally Spain 
‘has no outside enemies. There are no rea- 
sons why all other countries should not 
wish peace and all manner of prosperity to 
its people. Their growing enlightenment, 
freedom, and general well-being would be 
to the common advantage of all other peo- 
ples. The worst thing about that country 
is that Spain is self-accursed. . 

Spain was at one time, and not so very 
long ago, the foremost power in Europe, and 
fully one-half the entire new world, which 
its Columbus had discovered, was nom- 
inally in its possession. Had it known how, 
on principles of the broadest equity, to ad- 
minister its stupendous trust the whole 
mighthave been permanently annexed to the 
Spanish Empire; or, even if governmentally 
separated from the mother country, might 
have continued forever proud and grateful 
as its children. Today nothing of all that 
remains. The Spanish colonial policy is 
an object of universal execration for its 
selfishness, its insatiate greed, its unlimited 
cruelty; and it is, besides that, an object of 
universal contempt the world over for its 
blindness and folly. Its own people are 
centuries behind the times, sunk in pover- 
ty and ignorance, 
Spaniard in five knows how to read and 
write. The highest entertainment they as- 
pire to is the bull fight. The people are 
taxed to death and the government is over- 
whelmed with appalling bankruptcy. The 
countless millions of blood money so cruelly 
extorted from its colonies have done nobody 
any good. The public debt incurred in this 
last hopeless effort to keep Cuba under the 
heel already mount up to almost incredible 
millions, besides the nearly 200,000 of its 
own sons who have been sacrificed on the 
hideous altar of insensate Spanish pride.” 
No wonder even Butcher Weyler, turning 
away from the horrors of the Cuban devas- 
tation, thinks the world might well have 
some pity also for the Spanish mothers ” 
whose sons have filled the death trenches 
in Cuban soil. Nor is it at all strange that 
ex-Queen Isabella is moved to pity in view 
of “the Spanish mothers whose eyes are 
red with weeping ” for their lost sons. 

But Spain’s loss of all its American colo- 
nies and of all its own former presgige and 
wealth is not the worst of it; the worst is 
that it has deserved to lose them. With 
terrible force there comes back to one’s

GOVERNMENT RAILROAD OWNERSHIP. 

Last year the Swiss Federal Assembly 
passed a law for the purchase of the five 
principal railways of that State by the 
government. The option that it might do 
so was reserved when permission was giv- 
en for the construction of the roads. 

The necessary number of voters having 
signed the petitions for the submission of 
the law to the popular vote, under the ref- 
erendum system, the vote was taken last 
week. It resulted in the sustaining of the 
law, 884,000 voting for it and 177,000 

This heavy majority is owing to the fact 
that the general feeling is that government 
control will.mean more employés,gbetter 
pay, and lower freight and passenger rates. 
That is, the expenses of the roads are to be 
increased and possibly the receipts de- 
creased. The freight rates are 80 high, 
however, that if they were lowered traffic 
would be increased so much as to make the 
revenues larger than they are now. 

The government is to pay about 200 
millions of dollars for railways which have 
a mileage of about 1,600 miles. The value 
is assumed to be twenty-five times the 
average annual net earnings for the last ten 
years, providing this is not less than the 
actual cost of construction. The com- 
panies are required to turn over the roads 
“in first-class condition,” which they learn 


means “in good operating condition,” while 
the government claims they should be prac- 
tically new. The courts will have to sc 


tle that dispute, which involves about 
million dollars. 

The government will have to borrow the 
money with which to pay for the roads 
and it is now arranging for a loan for that 
purpose. Swiss credit is good, and there 
will be no difficulty about getting the money 
at a low rate of interest. : 

The roads will be honestly managed under 
the new system. Whether they will be man- 
aged as efficiently and as economically as 
under the system of private ownership the 
future will determine. . |

Property Qualification Above. 
His Reach. 


The Louisiana constitutional convention is 
considering but one question—the disfran- 
chisement of the negro. The leaders make 
no concealment of their purpose, the dis- 
cussion being over the manner of accom- 
plishing it. The educational test, Which has 
been resorted to in Mississippi and South 
Carolina, will disfranchise thousands of 
whites, which cannot be dene without 
arousing open opposition. Consequently 
the convention is considering @ cOmpound 
scheme of educational and property qual- 
ification. The man who has a given amount 
of property can vote if he cannot fead. As 
the larger part of the illiterate whites have 
the amount of property required and the 
negro has not, the illiterate white can vote, 
while the illiterate negro is disfranchised. 
The suffrage committee of the convention 
had Judge Simrall of Mississippi before it. 
He declared that the greatest civic act per- 
formed in the South since the last gun 
was fired at Appomattox was the work of 
the Miasissippt. convention of 1890, the ef- 
fect of which was to disfranchise the negro. 
He declared that it has worked like a 
charm.” This means that the negro, no 
longer a voter, is no longer feared, because 
he has no valid standing in the courts, and 
is at the mercy of the white who employs 
labor. Mr. E. H. Farrar, in a speech, urged 
the convention to place the property qual- 
ification just above the reach of the negro. 
Mr. Farrar went on as follows: 

„ The negro will always do your field 
work, the menial work, the Work of the 
lower strata. Nature has fitted the negro 
for this<class of work. This is because he 
Has only the hibernating instinct, such as 
the bear or the squirrel. He has not the 
economic capacity of the white man. They 
have no thrift, no saving propensities. 
Some few may imitate white men, but only 


a few.“ 

Mr. Booker T. Washington, in a letter to 
the Louisiana convention, does not object 
to the educational qualifications, but he in- 
sists that when the ballot box is closed to 
ignorance the schoolhouse shall be opened. 
This evidently is not the purpose of the 
Democratic leaders in Louisiana or in the 
other States which have disfranchised him. 
They do not desire to have the colored man 
intelligent and a voter by reason of his in- 
telligence, but that he may, generation 
after generation, be a drudge, a slave, with- 
out incurring the responsibility which the 
system of slavery involved, when the re- 
lation was that of owner and property. 

When this scheme shall be carried out 
there will be from 60,000 to 80,000 men in 
Louisiana who will be no longer voters, and 
who, from the nature of things, can never 
be voters again. With the loss of the bal- 
lot goes the loss of all equality before the 
law. Many will leave the State. 

The men who are doing this are Bryan 
Democrats.

M’GEE INQUEST IS POSTPONED. 


Insurance Clew Proves False, as Pol- 
icies Have Lapsed—Detectives Go 
| to Woodstock Today.

Coughlan 
had told the Lieutenant on the previous day 
that he had heard nothing of the murder of 
his former father-in-law until that same 
morning. O’Brien doubted this statement 
and Coughlan was asked about it more 
particulary. He finally explatmed his neg- 
lect to read the papers by saying that he had 
been under a severe nervous strain since 
last Wednesday, when his wife arrived in 
Chicago from California. They had had a 
difference and Mrs. Coughlan had gone on to 
Milwaukee, He had been greatly worried 
over his domestic difficulties. Lieutenant 
O’Brien did not press Mr. Coughlan, as he 
is apparently on the verge of a serious ill- 
ness. Mr. Coughland was unable to shed 
any light on the affair.

He 
said that the board considered the offer of 
the bribe as an fnsult. It was the disposi- 
tion of the board to give everybody fair 
play, and if there was any doubt whatever 
as to the questions answered the candidates 
were always given the benefit of the doubt. 
He said: 

* Financially, the position of member of 
this board does not pay more than expenses, 
and there is nothing attached to the office 
but honor, and that we are determined to 
maintain.“ 

He said that the men had been called in 
and the statements which he was then 
making were calculated to prevent a re- 
currence of the insult. 

The board has decided not to refund the 
money to the bribers, but to turn it over 
to some charitable institution. Mr. Taylor, 
who spoke to the miners upon the subject, 
was asked what they intended to do with 
the applicants who have proffered the 
money. He said they would be allowed to 
take the examinations and if they passed 
they would be given a certificate. Concern- 
ing the names of the candidates and the 
amount of money offered, Mr. Taylor de- 
clined to talk. Other members of the board 
were unwilling to discuss the matter, and 
it was learned that an agreement was made 
to keep the names secret for the present.

Members of the Sunset club discussed the 
Cuban question at the Palmer House iast 
might in speaking to the subject. Should 
the United States Intervene in Cuba?” The 
occasion was the seventh ladies’ night ban- 
quet, the appointed chairman for the even- 
ing being the Rev. Willard Scott of the 
South Congregational Church. . The club 
was represented by 150 members. 

The principal speakers were the Rev. R. 
A. White and Joseph W. Hiner. The former 
took the affirmative and the latter the nega- 
tive. Following the regular addresses five- 
mintte speeches were made by a dozen 
members of the club, | 

The theory advanced by the Rev. R. A. 
White was that the United States should 
intervene in favor of the Cubans. One 
would have to look far, the speaker thought, 
to find a land so subjugated by the iron heel 
of tyranny. Trenches filled with dead and 
the desolation of a fertile island proved 
this. The attitude of Spain toward Cuba 
since 1812 had always been one of slavery. 
With Spaniards in Cuba, Cubans would 
doubtless prefer death and destruction, as 
they would prefer hell to heaven if there 
were Spaniards in the latter. If four centu- 
ties of oppression was any argument Cuba 
certainly deserved the freedom it desired. 


It had been said that the United States was 


held in the leash of brokers in Wall street, 
but the speaker doubted this. The question 
of interference was clogely allied to that 
of international law. He believed that on 
the. ground of free and reasonable interpre- 
tation enough had taken place to justify 
American interposition. 
Right to Interfere. 

We have,“ said the speaker, a right to 
interfere for the protection of our Southern 
seacoast, and demand of Spain a reform on 
the island which will free us forever from 
the possibility of Cuba being made a stra- 
tegic point of attack upon our borders in 
case of a foreign war. 

We have a right to interfere in the inter- 
ests of our destroyed commercial interests. 
It is said we have suffered at the rate of

Paducah, Ky., March 3.—[Spectal. }—The 
anti-negro crusade which for two weeks 
has raged in west Kentucky has found its 
way across the Ohio River into southern 
Illinois... As a result one tragedy has al- 
ready occurred along the lower boundary of 
the sister State, and more are threatened. 
The war against African violence really 
dates a month back, when Bob Blanks, a 
long, lean mulatto fied to the wrath 
of the father of an 11-year-old white girl in 
Mayfield, Ky. He is now supposed to be 
hiding near Vienna, III., and if captured 
it is well nigh certain that he will be burned 
‘at the stake. 

Blanks’ crime inflamed the white people 
in the section where it was committed 
against the criminal classes of his race, and 


and in the country around about. Several 
vicious” negroes were whipped and ordered 
from the State. One black's house was rid- 
dled with bullets at night, and the inmates 
driven from the house into the darkness 
under a shower of lead. All this culminated 
a week ago in the lynching of Richard Alle 
colored, at Mayfield, who was accused 6 
burglary, and in the driving out of scores of 
negroes from the town.

It is the story of an old Ger- 
man who built a fine house in opposition to 
the wishes of his wife. Having been crossed 
in her wishes the wife drooped and died. 
Then the old man came to hate the fine 
house, and one dark night he went out and 
burned it to the ground. It had been his 
Own property, empty, and uninsured, so he 
injured nobody but himself. Suspicion, 
however, fell upon a young neighbor, so he 
confessed to the authorities. They put him 
in jail for three months and then tried him 
with all the usual red tape, and sentenced 
him to two years of imprisonment, though 
recommending him to the King’s mercy. 
By the time the King gets around to the 
case the old man is under the ground. It 
is a strong commentary on the ponderous 
machinery of the German law. 

The stories nearly all show ability far 
above the ordinary. 

One of the very best of stories for mothers 
to read to their little girls is Frances Court- 
enay Baylor's Miss Nina Barrow” (Cen- 
tury company). It is the story of a spoiled 
Uttle girl’s trip to Europe with her cousin 
and grandmother, and its indirect lessons 
to tndulgent American mothers are as 
healthful as the wit and vivacious descrip- 
tions in which its pages abound. 

Little Nina is winning and bright, but her 
ill-taught rudeness comes into striking con- 
trast with the better trained children in the 
English homes that she visits. It is at once 
a_spirited and just portrayal of the ridicu- 
lous side of the pert Ameriean child, and 
an entertaining story in itself. Nina’s 
‘character comes out deliciously in scenes 
like that in which she shakes her umbrella 
at the statue of Queen Elizabeth and cries: 
Tou hateful, red-headed old fright. of a 
tyrant, who killed that sweet, lovely, béauti- 
ful cousin who trusted you! I'd likeito send 
you to the Tower forever and not give you 
anything to eat, and kill you, andc 
into bits no bigger than my little fingen, and 
I. would, too, if I only had you in New York.”’ 


The author has done for Miss Nina what 


Mr. Kipling did for the pert Harvey Cheyne 
in “Captains Courageous.“ Both books 
could be read with profit by many wealthy 
‘American parents who are ruining their 
children with a surfeit of material indul- 
gence.

The fact remains that it had the effect 
of preventing Russia’s intervention on be- 
half of France in the war of 1870, the Czar 
and his sons having quitted Paris with feel- 
ings quite the reverse of pleasant towards 
the country in which they had been sub- 
jected to this scare, even if one does not 
call it by any other name. ‘ 

This very self-same Czar escaped an- 
other, and this time perfectly authentic, at- 
tempt upon his life in 1878 or 1879, in a very 
singular manner, which is not generally 
known. He had lost his nerve, and accord- 
ingly had announced to his entourage that 
he had made up his mind to give up the cus- 
tom of his daily drive through the streets 
pt St. Petersburg on the ground that he 
hated driving, he hated saluting, and he 
hated being stared at. 

Count Adlerberg, who was at that time 
his chief confidant and most intimate asso- 
clate, represented to him how unwise it 
would be to disappoint the people. Finding 
the Czar obstinate, he conceived the idea 
ot a waxen figure made in the Nkeness of his 
master, with practicable joints worked by 
interior mechanism. It was so constructed 
by an English firm that when wound up it 
turned its head slowly from side to side, 
with a slight bend of the body, raising its 
hand in salute. 

It was an admirable likeness—though the 
Count used subsequently to declare that 
the face, not of the original, but of the 
dummy, was just a little bit too distin- 
guished-looking. At any rate it was quite 
sufficient to deceive the loyal subjects of 
the Czar, especially as the imperial carriage 
was always driven at a tearing gallop and 
almost surrounded by an escort of Cos- 
Sacks of the Guard. 


It was this dummy that took the place of 
the Emperor in the daily drives, and it was 
this dummy that received in the breast the 
bullet of the pistol fired by the would-be 
assassin—if I remember right his name was 
Solovieff. An inch lower down and it would 
have smashed and stopped the mechanism. 

As it was, the dummy continued to bow 
and salute just as if nothing had happened, 
and Reuter’s correspondent,.in describing 
the affair for the foreign press over the 
wires that evening, wrote as follows: 

„ Luckily the Emperor, who was accom- 
panied as usual by Count Adlerberg, was 
untouched. As so often happens in such 
cases, the assassin, doubtless through ex- 
citement, entirely missed his aim. The 
remarkable thing was the coolness and 
courage displayed by the Emperor. So far 
from evincing the slightest alarm, he con- 
tinued to salute the crowd on either side, 
smilingly as ever, as though nothing at all 
had happened. Nor was his drive in any 
way curtailed. Later in the afternoon, 
when the news had spread, a vast crowd 
of people collected in front of the Winter 
Palace, and the Czar, in answer to their 
continual cheers, at length appeared upon 
the balcony and bowed repeatedly.” «

net of a British Marquis was sold by auc- 
tion the other day in London the London 
Chronicle mentioned that peers and peer- 
esses of the realm had no use for coronets 
save at the coronation of the sovereign, 
where they are expected to don their coro- 
nets at the very moment when the Primate 
of all England places the crown upon the 
head of the monarch. 

This is not altogether correct. For the 
coronet is almost invariably used at the 
funerals of peers and peeresses, when it 
is placed either on the coffin or else borne 
on a purple cushion behind the hearse by 
one of the attendants. 

These are made of silver gilt, edged 
round with ermine, and lined inside with a 
purple velvet cap, topped by a gold tassel. 

Moreover, it is idle to assume that just 
because there has been no coronation since 
just sixty years ago that only half a dozen 
peers should actually possess coronets. On 
the contrary, it may be taken for granted 
that the majority are provided with this 
particular insignia of their rank, those of 
ancient lineage and pre-Victorian creation 
having inherited it from their ancestors, 
while those nobles who have been raised 
to the House of Lords since the Queen’s 
accession have been sufficiently pleased 
assuredly with the honor conferred upon 
them to provide themselves at once with 
everything pertaining to the dignity. 


It seems that the Marquises coronet sold 


and arranged to serve as brackets for wall 
candlesticks. This recalls to my mind the 
fact that the silver coronet of England’s 
great poet, Lord Byron, was used by the 
late George W. Childs of Philadelphia as 
a stand for a chafing dish. He had removed 
the purple velvet cap and the ermine bor- 
dering and had turned it upside down. I 
always recall with amusement the looks 
of undisguised horror manifested on the 
features of some English guests of this 
so hospitable newspaper proprietor one 
night at dinner when he explained to them 
the ingenious manner in which he had 
turned the coronet to account. They 
showed by their manner that they looked 
upon it in the light of a terrible desecra- 
tion, and the only Englishman present who 
had the good sense to see the humor of the 
affair was Lord Leven, who declared that 
he had never up to that time realized that 
these baubles could serve as anything save 
useless ornaments.

The regret that Mr. Alexander Siloti had 
not made other selection for his first ap- 


pearance here, which took place with the 


Chicago Orchestra last week, was reawak- 
ened yesterday. Not that the planist failed 
on these earlier occasions to leave an emi- 
nent impression of his artistic accomplish- 
ments, but because their acceptance would 
have been fuller under happier conditions.

The 
pneumatic tire may be made over and packed 
in this way, as this new tire is just the same 
in material, appearance, and manufacture 
as any of the hollow tires. The patent is in 
the material used for packing and in the 
packing. The new tire is just as pliable and 
easy to ride as any of the old-style pneu- 
matics or hollow tubes, and not at all hard 
like the solid tire. The tire is already being 
imported into foreign countries and bids 
fair to be a favorite the coming season.

PRINTING ON WRAPPING PAPER. 

An arrangement of roller printer used ex- 
tensively by small dealers to mark their 
wrapping paper does its work automatically. 
All that is necessary is to attach it to the 
frame of the roll of paper and dach sheet is 
printed as it is drawn from the roll. The ink 
pad is inclosed in the metal shield so that it 
is neat and clean, inKing the rubber type as 
the roll revolves. The hinge by which it is 
attached to the roller frame is a spring and 
keeps the printer roller pressed against the 
roll of paper. This arrangement is attached 
to the back of the paper frame and is out of 
the way, doing its work automatically as 
long as the paper lasts, and when all used 


‘up the new roll can be adjusted without dis- 


turbing the printer, which goes right on 
printing every package that is wrapped in 
paper. Other kinds of wrappers, or flat pa-_ 
per, paper bags, blotters, or envelopes may 
be printed by running them between the roll 
of paper and the printer roller. It may be 
detached and used the same as any roller in 
marking boxes or other flat surfaces. 


SAIL ON YOUR SKATES. 

Wherever there is smooth ice for skating 
skaters may enjoy a new sport with very lit- 
tle trouble. This is ice sailing. It is not 
necessary to have an ice boat, If one is an 
adept skater and ¢an rig up a small sail 
about six feet across and fasten it to the 
back by means of slits in the frame through 
which the arms are slipped, one can sail at 
the rate of twenty-five miles an hour over 
smooth ice in a good wind, and, if one under- 
stands the management of a ‘sail boat, the 
sailor can tack back in the same manner as 
if he were in a boat. This is a rather rapid 
rate for a man of inexperien¢e, and he will 


have to be exceedingly careful of holes and 


rough places, for a rate of twenty-five miles 
would make his fall a hard one, and in case 
of a hole in the ice he might not be able to 
save himself from drowning, though small 
holes can easily Be spanned on account of 
the rapidity of sailing.

Purchasers 
of glass are required to buy a certain quan- 
tity to secure any rebate, the amount reach- 
ing to practically a season’s stock in the 
case of many dealers. They must also place 
their orders before March 20. een under 
the rebate system the net advances made 
amount from $500 to $800 a carload. Job- 
bers and dealers complain bitterly that they 
are compelled to lock up a larger amount 
of money to secure any rebate and then 
the margin of profit has been cut to very 
slender proportions by the fact the few 
factories outside the trust are underselling 
the market. 

AS a consequence numerous dealers and 
jobbers are holding ‘off or Umiting their 
purchases to the barest needs in the hope 
competing factories will multiply tn num- 
ber and smash the trust.

Jylius Berchem of Grand Crossing Was 
2 Passenger on La Cham- 
pagne. 


Julius Berchem, Vice President and super- 
_.intendent of the American Bronze foundry at 
Grand Crossing, yesterday related his expe- 
Tiences on La Champagne during its late 
eventful trip from Havre.

The bill fails to allege any facts from which it

Inasmuch as none of the acts of the defend- 
ant which are alleged to have been done are being 
done, and are threatened to be done, are, under 
resort to equity, the decree is reversed and 
cause remanded. | 

The suit for an injunction was argued be- 
fore Judge Tuthill last summer as an emer- 
gency case, the complainants alleging that 
the Chicago City company was conspiring 
to injure them and prevent their completing 
their proposed lines on the South Side, and 
injuring their financial standing to such an 
extent as to embarass them in their dealings 
with other corporations. The General Elec- 
tric company asked an injunction restrain- 
ing this company from prosecuting or main- 
taining any suit against them. 
Upon this showing Judge Tuthill granted 
the injunction. An appeal was taken to the 
Appellate Court, and the decision was re- 
versed. 

Judge Grinnell, General Counsel for the 
City railway company, refused to talk about 
the decision. He did not know what would 
be the next move.

Electric company, could not be found, but

LOOKING INTO THE WRECKS. 


Illinois Railroad Commission Will In- 
vestigate Recent Disasters at Chi- 
cago and Elsewhere. - 


Springfield, III., March 3.—[Special.]—The 
Railroad and Warehouse commission has 
called upon the railroad and street car com- 
panies that have figured in recent wrecks 
for information leading to the causes of the 
accidents. The commission is aware that 
a large number of fatalities are occurring, 
and they are striving to ascertain the 
causes. 

The wreck in Chicago of Feb. 26 on the 
Grand Trunk road, where an omnibus was 
struck and six people killed, will be investi- 
gated by the commission. The engineer of 
the commission, Mr. Talbot, is naw in Chi- 
cago and. will attend the Coroner’s inquest. 
„The wreck at New Milford on Feb. 19, 

which was a head-end collision between 
trains on the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy and the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul, is another of the recent disasters of 
which the commission will take notice. 

All of the facts and data will be collected 
In each case, and the commission will urge 
that some kind of legislation be made 
in the next General Assembly looking to- 
ward the prevention of accidents by grant- 
ing the commission power to compel the 
erection of interlockings between railroads 
and street cars. At present the commission 
Has mot power to do this. 


WANTS THE WARREN CO. ENDED. 


Head of the Firm Says an Electric Con- 
cern Is Insolvent and Asks for 
a Receiver. 


In a bill filed in the Superior Court Charles 
C. Warren of Sandusky, O., asks that a re- 
ceiver be appointed for the Warren Electric 
company, and that the company be dis- 
solved. The court is told that the Chicago 
Cotton Batting company was organized un- 
der the laws of Illinois in 1891, and four 
years later the name was changed to the 
Warren Electric company. The capital. 
stock was $50,000. In January, 1807, the 
company, according to the complainant, had 
an indebtedness of $12,500, The complain- 
‘ant alleges that $2,500 was due him on ac- 
count of salary and money advanced. Ac- 
cording to the complainant Treasurer Med- 
bery has, or should have, over $3,000 which 
should be applied to the debts of the con- 
cern. Medbery, according to the complain- 
ant, has refused to apply the money for that 
purpose, and has allowed notes against the 
company to be protested for non-payment.
